" Automatic emergency lighting” is lighting which is powered by battery, generator, or aternate
power source other than electrical power, is activated automatically by electrical power failure, and
provides sufficient light to complete surgery or to stabilize the animal until surgery can be continued
or the animal moved to another faetity establishment.

“ AVMA” meansthe American Veterinary Medical Association.

"Board" meansthe VirginiaBoard of Veterinary Medicine.

"Full-service facitity establishment” means a stationary or ambulatory facility which—shalt
provide that provides surgery and encempass encompasses all aspects of health care for small or
large animals, or both.

“Immediate and direct supervison” means that the licensed veterinarian is immediately
available to the licensed veterinary technician, either electronically or in person, and provides a
specific order based on observation and diagnosis of the patient within the last 24 hours.

"Preceptorship” means a formal arrangement between an AVMA accredited college of
veterinary medicine or an AVMA accredited veterinary technology program and a veterinarian who
islicensed by the board and responsible for the practice of the preceptee.

"Professional judgment” includes any decision or conduct in the practice of veterinary
medicine, as defined by 854.1-3800 of the Code of Virginia.

“Restricted service faethty establishment” means a stationary or ambulatory facility which does
not meet the requirements of a full-service faeitity establishment.

"Surgery" means treatment through revrson deetructlon mcrson or other structural ateration
of animal tls&re

"Veterlnarran in charge" means aveterr narian who holds an actlve Ircense in V|rg| nlaand who
is responsible for maintaining a ticensed faettity veterinary establishment within the standards for
faeitities set by this chapter, for complying with federal and state dirtg laws and regulations, and for
notrfyr ng the board of the fasrtrtys ﬂabttsnment_s closure.

18 VAC 150-20-30. Posting of licenses; accuracy of address.
A. All licenses and permits issued by the board shall be posted in a place conspicuous to the
public at the faeitity establishment where veterinary services are being provided.
B. Accuracy of address. It shall be the duty and responsibility of each licensee and holder of a
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registration permit to operate an—antmal—factity a veterinary establishment to keep the
board apprised at all times of his current address. All notices required by law or by this
chapter to be mailed to any veterinarian, veterinary technician, or holder of a permit to
operate an-antmal-factity aveterinary establishment, shall be validly given when mailed to
the address furnished to the board pursuant to this regulation. All address changes shall be
furnished to the board within 30 days of such change.

18 VAC 150-20-70. Licensurerenewal requirements.

A. Every person licensed by the board shdl, befereMarech— by January 1 of every year,
submit to the board a completed renewa application and pay to the board a renewal fee as
prescribed in 18 VAC 150-20-100. Failure to renew shall cause the license to lapse and
becomeinvalid.

B. Onand after March 1, 1997, veterinarians shall be required to have completed a
minimum of 15 hours, and veterinary technicians shal be required to have completed a
minimum of six hours of approved continuing education for each annua renewa of
licensure. Continuing education credits or hours may not be transferred or credited to
another year.

1. Approved continuing education credit shall be given for courses or programs
related to the treatment and care of patients and shall be clinical courses in veterinary
medicine or veterinary technology.
2. Anapproved continuing education course or program shall be sponsored by one of the
following:
a The AVMA or its constituent and component/branch associations,
speciaty organizations, and board certified specidists in good standing within
their speciaty board;
b. Collegesof veterinary medicine approved by the AVMA Council on
Education;
c. National or regional conferences of veterinary medicine;
d. Academies or species specific interest groups of veterinary medicine;
e. State associations of veterinary technicians;
f. North American Veterinary Technicians Association,
g. Community collegeswith an approved program in veterinary technology;
h. State or federal government agencies,
i.  American Animal Hospital Association (AAHA) or its constituent and
component/branch associations,
j. Journals or veterinary information networks recognized by the board as providing
education in veterinary medicine or veterinary technology; or
k. A sponsor approved by the Virginia Board of Veterinary Medicine provided the
sponsor has submitted satisfactory documentation on forms provided by the board.
3. A licensee is exempt from completing continuing education requirements and
considered in compliance on the first renewal date following hisinitial licensure.
4. The board may grant an exemption for al or part of the continuing education require-
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7.

ments due to circumstances beyond the control of the licensee, such as temporary
disability, mandatory military service, or officialy declared disasters.

The board may grant an extension for good cause of up to one year for the completion
of continuing education requirements upon written request from the licensee prior to
the renewal date. Such an extension shall not relieve the licensee of the continuing
education requirement.

Licensees are required to attest to compliance with continuing education requirements
on their annual license renewa and are required to maintain original documents
verifying the date and subject of the program or course, the continuing education hours
or credits, and certrfrcatr on from an approved sponsor Origi nal documents must be
maintained at-the sted for aperrod of two years
following renewal.

Contr nui ng educatron hours requi redby drscr plrnary order shaII not be used to satisfy
renewal requirements.

C. A licensee who has requested that his license be placed on inactive status is not authorized
to perform acts which are consdered the practice of veterinary medicine or veterinary
technology and, therefore, shall not be required to have continuing education for annua
renewal. To reactivate a license, the licensee is required to submit evidence of completion
of continuing education hours as required by § 54.1-3805.2 of the Code of Virginia equa
to the number of years in which the license has not been active for a maximum of two
years.

18 VAC 150-20-75. Expired license; reinstatement; practice with an expired or lapsed license
not per mitted.

3. Pessthe North American Veterinary | icense Examination or the National Board
Examination and the Clinical Competency Test approved by the American

Association of Veterinary State Boards or any other substantially equivalent national

examination as approved by the board with a score acceptable to the board.
4. Sign astatement attesting that the applicant has read, understands, and will

abide by the statutes and regulations governing veterinary practice in Virginia.

5. Have committed no acts which would constitute a violation of 8§ 54.1-3807 of the

Code of Virginia
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B. If the application for licensure has not been successfully completed within one year
from the date of initial submission, anew application and fee shall be required.

18 VAC 150-20-120. Requirements for licensure by endorsement as a veterinarian or

veterinary technician.

A. Theboard may, initsdiscretion, grant alicense by endorsement to an applicant
who is licensed to practice veterinary medicine or who is licensed, certified or registered to
practice as a veterinary technician in another state, the District of Columbia or possessions
or territories of the United States provided that:

A. Every antmafeeitity veterinary establishment shall register—with—the—beard apply for

registration on aform provided by the board and may be issued a permit as afull-service or
restricted service faeitity establishment. Every veterinary faeitity establishment shall have a

veterinarian-in-charge registered with the board in order to operate.

1. Veterinary medicine may only be practiced out of a registered faettity establishment
except in emergency Situations or in limited specialized practices as provided in 18
VAC 150-20-265 171.

Every animat-feacttity veterinary establishment shall be required to renew the registration
permit by tMareh January 1 of each year and pay to the board a registration fee as
prescribed in 18 VAC 150-20-100.

Failure to renew the faettity establishment permit by Mareh January 1 of each year shall
cause the permit to expire and become invaid. The permit may be reinstated without
reinspection within 30 days of expiration, provided the board receives a properly executed
renewal application, renewal fee, and alate fee as prescribed in 18 VAC 150-20-100.
Reinstatement of an expired permit after 30 days shall be at the discretion of the board and

All repackaged tablets and capsules dispensed for companion animals shall bein

approved safety closure containers, except safety caps shall not be required when any

person who requests that the medication not have a safety cap, or in such cases in which the

medication is of such form or size that it cannot be reasonably dispensed in such containers

(e.g., topical medications, ophthalmic, or otic).

All drugs dispensed for companion animals shall be |abeled with the following:

Name and address of the facility;

Name of client;

Anima identification;

Date dispensed;

Directionsfor useg;

Name, strength (if more than one dosage form exists), and quantity of the drug; and

Name of the prescribing veterinarian.

AII drugs shall be maintained in a secured manner with precaution taken to prevent

diversion.

1. All Schedule Il drugs shall be maintained under lock at all times, with access to the
veterinarian only, provided, however, that a working stock of Schedule I drugs under
separate lock may be accessible to the licensed veterinary technician.

2. Whenever aveterinarian discovers atheft or any unusual loss of Schedulell, 11, 1V, or
V drugs, he shal immediately report such theft or loss to the Board of Veterinary
Medicine and to the U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration.

Schedule 11, 111, IV and V drugs may be destroyed by following the instructions contained

in the drug destruction packet available from the board office which provides the latest

U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration approved drug destruction guidelines.

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F. Thedrug storage area shall have appropriate provision for temperature control for
al drugs and biologics, including a refrigerator with the interior thermometer maintained
between 36° and 46° F. Drugs stored at room temperature shall be maintained between 59°
and 86° F. The stock of drugs shall be reviewed frequently and removed from the working
stock of drugs at the expiration date.

G. A digtribution record shal be maintained in addition to the patient's record, in
chronological order, for the administration and dispensing of all Schedule11-V drugs. This
record is to be maintained for a period of two years from the date of transaction. This
record shall include the following:

(2) Complete blood count, including differential;

(3) Flotation test for ovaof interna parasites,

(5) Blood chemidtries,

(8) Complete necropses, including histopathology; and

B. Redtricted faeitities establishments. When the scope of practice is less than full service, a
specifically restricted faetity establishment permit shall be required. Upon submission of
a completed application, satisfactory ingpection and payment of the permit fee, arestricted
feettty establishment permit may be issued. Such restricted faethties establishments shall
have posted in a conspicuous manner the specific limitations on the scope of practice on a
form provided by the board.

Large animal faettty establishment, ambulatory practice. A large animal ambulatory
feettty establishment is amobile practice in which health care of large animalsis
performed at the location of the animal. Surgery on large animals may be performed
as pat of a large anima ambulatory practice provided the facility has surgicd
supplies, instruments and equipment commensurate with the kind of surgical services
provided. All large animal ambulatory feeitities establishments shall meet the
requirements of afull service feetity establishment in subsection A with the exception
of those set forth below:

Small animal feeitity establishment house call practice. A small anima house call
feettity establishment is a mobile practice in which hedlth care of smal animals is
performed at the residence of the owner of the smal anima. Surgery may be
performed only in a permitted, surgical faetity suite which has passed inspection.
Small animal house call facilities shall meet the requirements of a full-service feeitity
establishment in subsection A with the exception of those set forth below:

b. All requirements for an examination room or surgery suite.

C. Steam pressure sterilizer.

d. Interna or externa sterilization monitor.

Small animal faeettity establishment, outpatient practice. A small animal outpatient

feeitity establishment is a stationary facility or ambulatory practice where health care
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of small animalsis performed. This practice may include surgery, provided the facility
is equipped with a surgery suite as required by 18 VAC 150-20-100 A 2 c of this
section. Overnight hospitalization shall not be required. All other requirements of a
full service feettity establishment shall be met.
